It is fa r m ore than the $106 billion re ­ 
ported in the reg u lar budget.

Road Racer Hill Scores Disputed Victory at Indianapolis 500 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP) — 
Graham 
Hill, a 
London road 
racer, acored a disputed victory 
in the Memorial Day 500-milt 
auto classic 
Monday, a race 
marred by a massive flaming 
pile-up on the first turn. 
Hill, a 36 vear-old Britisher, 
appeared to be the first across 
the finish line, hut hackers of 
Scotsman Jim Clark said the 
scorers erred and the Scot won.

peared to be the No. 2 finisher, 
but f a c t o r y representative*

It was restarted M 
minutes later with a field of 22, 
and two more cars went out 
shortly afterward, 
Hill’s winning speed of 144 317 
miles per hour was far below 
Clark's record of 150 666 set last 
year because the yellow caution 
light, was on for 41, minutes, 
compared with 12 last year. 
Sixteen cars were involved in 
the fiery crash that forced the 
restart of the race. 
Jackie Stewart, another Scots­ 
man. appeared to have the race 
won until his oil pressure failed 
23 miles from the end. He fin­ 
ished sixth. 
The race will be notable for 
the first victory of a newcomer 
since 1927, when rookie George 
Souders won, if Hill holds the 
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top spot.
